No-fix traffic tickets are back 
again in Bristol Township. 


The supposedly fool-proof sys­ 
tem 
of 
issuing 
summonses, 
which 
was 
abolished 
by 
the 
township 
commissioners 
four 
years ago. was re-instituted yes­ 
terday 
by 
township 
manager 
Ronald Z. Zwoig. 


Zweig said the new procedure 


was recommended by Donal E. 
J. M acNamara, the police ex­ 
pert who is making a two-month 
survey of the township police 
department. 


The no-fix ticket apparently 
was prompted by recent actions 
of the township's chief auditor. 
Paul A. Blecher, who disclosed 
that 4.074 traffic arrests were 
made in 1963. but only 2,395 traf­ 
fic tickets were found to be on 


file in police headquarters. 
Blecher. on April 15, sent out 


notices to persons who had re­ 
ceived tickets for motor vehicle 
violators 
and 
had 
not 
made 
payment, according to the police 
files. 


Blecher. in a letter to the di­ 
rector of the bureau of county 
audits, office of the state auditor 
general, said that 712 
tickets 
were still filed as “ unpaid” as 


of Api i I 
Blecher. an auditor with U.S. 
Steel, asked the auditor gen­ 
eral's office to assist him in the 
audit of traffic tickets. He told 
.James B. McFadden, bureau di­ 
rtd o r, that he (Blecher) would 
be leaving the United States on 
Sunday for “ an indefinite dura­ 
tion to report to a new work 
assigement ”

Bristol Township’s two

tices of the peace. Rene J. Trits- 
chlor of Croydon and Joseph M. 
Haines of fidgety. have expres­ 
sed displeasure over Blecher’s 
actions. 


Both stated they have filed 
monthly reports to the township 
police department on all traffic 
tickets 
and

disposition. 
They both questioned Blecher’s 
method of checking on unpaid 
tickets. 


The two J P s said their files 
arc open “ at all times” for in­ 
spection. 


Fewer Issued 


Police Chief John R. Stewart 
said the no-fix ticket had been 
in effect during 1958-59, but it 
was abolished on Feb 17, I960, 
by the board of commissioners 
A decline rn revenue was attri­ 


buted as the reason for repeal­ 
ing the ticket 


When the no-fix ticket was 
first put into effect, the town­ 
ship commissioners had expect­ 
ed to increase revenue derived 
from motor vehicle violations. 
Instead, however, fewer tickets 
were issued than under the old 
setup despite the fact that it was 
common knowledge that tickets
